WITHOUT STRIFE 


I 
HAVE been passing through many cities of late. In so many parks I 
saw mounted girns and statues of men with guns—commemorating 
scones upon the battlefields, and contests of human being against human 
being—representations of strife—bitter strife resulting in national dis­ 
asters and seas of tears. 
Then I saw1 other bronze and marble memorials-—set up to tell people 
about those who gave their lives to the alleviation of distress and disease, 
or to recall the lives of those who gave songs to the world, enlivening it 
with beauty. Could the cold figure of any general who had triumphed in 
battle, compare for a moment with such a figure as Pasteur, who devoted 
his life to the saving of life? 
The cannon, the sword, the musket, and machine gun—what cruel 
reminders of man’s degradation. When are we to triumph over the sav­ 
age? 
Stand before that noble and heroic bronze of Abraham Lincoln by 
George Grey Barnard, that stands in that little park in Cincinnati, and 
you will remove your h at and meditate. You can almost hear that silent 
mass of echo those immortal words— 
"With malice toward none; with charity for all.” 
There never has been a dispute that could not have been settled with­ 
out strife. No m atter how bitter the feeling on either side, there always is 
an end. That was an inspiring scene at the clasp of the American civil 
war when General G rant handed back to General Lee—his sword, and 
both parted as friends. But what unhappy sears and memories remained. 
Strife in arms always does that. 
There is always some right on each side of any dispute. To recognize- 
this and to seek an understanding—without strife or bitterness, should be 
the aim of all as differences arise. A fight settles nothing. The late World 
war unsettled everything and shattered some of the mast precious ideals 
of mankind. What will the unborn generation think of such cruelty and 
folly? 
It takes far greater courage to settle a dispute without strife than 
ever to .settle it upon the field of battle- -with guns, gas, and fighing ships.
